a draft, nothing could have saved the 
bouse from total destruction; as it 
was, it took active measures to put it 
out.

The complaint agaiust Babbitt Is of an as- 


tonishing character. 
He is charged with 


having formed a plan to seduce the young 
and beautiful daughter of Mr. Peck. 
To 


accomplish this he gave large sums of 
money to Mrs. Peck, ostensibly to procure 
,her aid in recovering the money his clerk 
had embeuled, but his real put pose was to 
buy the mother. 
It is also charged that 


Babbit offered the young girl a large sum of 
money it she would yield to him, which she 
refused to do. He then sought to harass 
the family with lawsuits. 


This portion of the complaint was ordered 


stricken out as scandalous by the special 
term of the Supreme Court, but Chief Jus- 
tice Barnard in general term reversed the 
order striking out.
